But the $1,500,000 re- 
quested is as vital as any project in- 
cluded in the $86,935,000 total. 

One has only to consider that within 
one mile of Five Points there exists 
some incredible slums to know that 
urban renewal should be among the top 
projects in community improvetnent. 
These blighted downtown areas are a 
costly indulgence which a progressive 
community cannot afford. | 

In addition to being a social and 
crime menace, these slum areas are costly 
in tax revenue. If they are eliminated 
and redevelopment permitted, the down- 
town area will expand into them and the 
now almost worthless property can be- 
come an economic asset which helps pay 
the freight. 

The President’s Advisory Committee 
on Government Housing Policies found in 
1953 that new slums were being formed 
faster than old ones were being cleared. 
This has been true in Atlanta in the 
past few years when almost no slum 
clearance has been in progress. A full- 
scale, continuous community program is 
necessary to conquer blight and to re- 
habilitate areas which can be saved. 

In cooperation with local authorities 
and the federal government, private cap- 
ital is available for such programs. The 
bond issue funds will activate it in At- 
lanta. It will relieve the threat to the 
heart of the metropolitan area—down- 
town Atlanta,. which carries the biggest 
burden of taxation. 

Singling out the urban renewal pro- 
gram as one of the vital projects de- 
serving approval Wednesday serves to 
point up the importance of all of them. 
The bond issue is designed to carry out 
an over-all plan, each of its parts fitting 
into the complete structure. All of it 
should be approved.

Congress Plays Politics 
With Taxes, Budget 


Both Republicans and Democrats in 
Congress are playing loose politics with 
President Eisenhower’s proposed budget. 
With an eye on next year’s elections, they 
are falling over each other in proposing 
slashes and promising willy-nilly tax 
cuts. 

Not that tax cuts would not be wel- 
comed by every citizen who pays taxes. 
They would. After years of heavy taxa- 
tion, any relief would be a joy. But the 
timing and strategy of politicians leave 
a question about whether it would be in 
the best interests of the country now. 


A top Republican has offered a meas- 
ure that would provide for a cut of five 
billion dollars in personal and business 
taxes. Democrats offer a lesser amount. 
Certainly the former and probably the 
latter would mean a return to deficit 
spending and more inflation. Any tax 
relief quickly would become an illusion. 

Any real slashes in spending must 
come from the nation’s domestic pro- 
grams. Cuts in the defense establishment 
would mean a reckless disregard of the 
nation’s security and the friends it must 
protect from Communist aggression. 

Cuts in the domestic programs are 
apt to prove as unpopular as is. the 
present tax burden and congressmen 
likely would find their political gains a 
phantom. 

It seems to us that any funds which 
Congress can save could better be used 
to defray some of the principal of the 
national debt. This would tend to curb 
inflation while tax cuts will only add to it. 

The country must first meet its obliga- 
tions to its citizens, including their safety. 
Budget cuts and tax cuts which disre- 
gard these factors are dangerous politics 
indeed.

Commissioner Butler believes in se- 
lective enforcement. He throws patrol 
cars onto the highway in force. He uses 
the roadblock. The motorists in Tennes- 
see never know when and where the 
Butler patrol is going to strike. 

When it does, the troopers check ev- 
erything—license, lights, brakes and 
breath. 

City officials cooperate 
drunk-driver dragnets. 

The Tennessee safety commissioner is 
an Army Reserve brigadier general. In 
traffic law enforcement, he is using a 
sound principle of military science. Where 
your numbers are small, be sure to use 
your men where they will do the most 
good. 

The Butler objective, in the commis- 
sioner’s own words, “is to make his less- 
than-400-trooper force seem like 4,000.” 

The thousands of drivers who have 
been arrested in Tennessee must believe 
Gen. Butler really has 4,000 men in uni- 
form. 

Apparently, selective, concentrated, 
continuous enforcement bas been effective 
in Tennessee. 

It’s a wonder more states don’t try it.
